COLUMBUS, OHIO, October 19.—The 
state ticket was read through and it 
was not discovered that an addition of 
300 had bera made to the vote of the 
Democratic candidates, until the coun- 
ty ticket was reached. 
The addition, 
however, seems to have been to the en- 
tire ticket, county 
and state. 
The 
poll books returned are three hundred 
short of the tally sheet. 
Clerk Joyce, 
Democrat, who has had charge of the 
returns since Saturday evening, says 
the figures have undoubtedly 
been 
changed 
and, 
his theory is that 
while 
they 
were 
being 
handed around in the crowd, during 
the argument before the returning 
board Saturday, some one skipped out 
with the tally sheet and made changes 
in the figures. H. J. Ossing, Demo- 
cratic Judge, says the figures have 
been changed since the tally sheet left 
their hands. 
An inspection shows 
changes and additional tallies have 
been made by different pen and ink, 
from the original. 
The Bepublican 
vote in the precincts was 504 or 5 
votes, and the Democrat 
200, the 
figure two beginning with the number 
opposite the Democratic candidates, 
having been changed in each instance 
to the figure five. The work was done 
in a very bungling manner. 
If the 
precinct is counted, Taylor, Republi- 
can for representative will still have 
forty odd majority, making two Bepub- 
lican members elected and one Demo- 
crat. 
If the precinct is thrown out 
Taylor will still have a plurality of 
about 
seventeen. 
In 
either 
case 
Montgomery for prosecutor and Custer 
for sheriff, Democrats 
will receive 
certificates. 
In case the returning 
board saw correct returns on Satur- 
day and have personal knowledge that 
the tally sheets have been tampered 
with, thoy will be asked to count vote 
as originally returned and before the 
change of 3U0 in favor of the Demo- 
crats was made. 


When the board reassembled at 6 p. 
m., there was a large crowd present. 
Clerk Joyce announced that there ap- 
peared on the face of the returns from 
precint t "A," Thirteenth ward, a bold 
fraud, which had been consummated 
since .Saturday evening by some person 
who had secured the tally sheet and 
m-ide an addition of three hundred to 
the amount for each democratic candi> 
date. 
He would neither sign the ab- 
stract nor issue the certificates to any 
of the candidates unless these three 
hundred were first deducted from the 
totals on the democratic ticket. 
Matt 
Martin, another member of the board, 
spoke in a similar strain, and Justice 
Frithey, the third member said that 
they 
were then unanimous on the 
point that the three hundred fraudulent 
votes which had been tallied up should 
be deducted and returns read as origin- 
ally returned. 
This will give Taylor 
(Republican) about 350 plurality over 
Young (Democratic) 
The oflficial 
footings have not yet been made, but 
will rot vary much from these figures. 
The Republicans will have two of the 
three members of the legislature from 
this county. 
Clerk Joyce offered two 
hundred dollars reward for the appre- 
hension of the thief who stole and 
altered the tally sheet and the commis- 
sioners were requested by a meeting of 
the citizens who witnessed the count, 
to ofter a reward of four hundred 
dollars for a similar purpose. 


COLUMBUS, O., October 19.—Frank- 
lin county official; Foraker, 10,663, 
Hoadly 11,200, Leonard 586; Northop 
65. Two Republican representatives 
elected by pluralities of 265 and 349 
respectively; Cheney Democratic over 
Ellis Republican 203. 


CiNCi^^NATi, October 19.—While pre- 
cinct " H " P'irst ward, was being called 
Dr Gormar, of the Eighteenth ward, 
" B " precinct, came in with Charles R. 
Ka}^:en, both judges of election.

the

tally sheets 
wrapped up in paper which they de- 
livered to County Clerk Dalton, in that 
shape, instead of sealed as the law re- 
quires. 


Dr. Ihomason the Republican judge 
said, ' 1 want to say that I did not sign 
those tally sheets. 
I went to supper 
election uighfc, requesting the other 
judges to do no counting until I re- 
turned; I had eaten nothing all day; 
but when I came back I could not get 
in; so I refused to sign." 


Mr Dalton took the sheets at the 
same time remarking that they should 
have been sealed and one sent to ihe 
city clerk.

The warrant on which 
the arrest is made was sworn out by 
John Miner and Patrick K.elly, judges 
of the election at precinct " F , " ward 
nineteen. 
It charges that Mr. Dexter 
made oath to a complaint before 'Squire 
Dunning 
that 
they, 
after 
the 
counting had been commenced in their 
precinct, postponed it and then re- 
moved the ballot box. 
They claim 
that Mr. Dexter committed perjury in 
swearing to this. 
Mr. Dexter has sub- 
scribed iSOO lo the committee's fund 
for carrying on the investigation. 


The count was adjourned at 5:30 p, 
m., after four wards had been can- 
vassed. 
The dis'jrepancies between 
the tally sheets and the official count 
were of little importance, until pre- 
cinct "A." of the Fourth ward 
was 
reached. 
The total number of votes 
announced as cast in the precinct was 
996. divided as follows: Hoadly 926. 
Foraker 48, Leonard 22. 
Ex-County 
Auditor CappelU;r objected that, ac-

cinct, and if this were true, over 200 
fraudulent ballots had 
been 
cast.
